1. GRZ FOREIGN MINISTER ELIJAH MUDENDA SEPT 13 CONDEMNED KILLING 
OF ELEVEN BLACK MINERS BY SOUTH AFRICAN POLICE AS "BLATANT 
CRIMINAL ACT." MAINTAINED ONLY CRIME OF BLACK SOUTH AFRICANS IS 
THEIR DETERMINATION FIGHT AGAINST "SLAVE WAGES AND WORKING CON- 
DITIONS." MUDENDA CALLED ON INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO INTENSIFY
